BRITISH JUSTICE. 

Among the hundreds of American 
citizens who came to Alberta last 
Spring were two young men, one com- 
pletely, the other comparatively, un- 
known this side the line. Shortly 
after one of the men returned to the 
States alone. Some time later in a 
sparsely settled part of the country 
near Battle lake the body of an un- 
kmown man was found buried in a 
shallow grave. The body was partial- 
ly decomposed and oo clue was appar- 
ent of any importauce. 

Corp. Hetherington, of the N. W. 
M. P., took up the case and following 
the slender threads of evidence at 
hand found the facts above stated and 
was led to the conclusion that the 
body was that of the unknown Am- 
erican. For months he ransacked the 
Western: States in search of addi- 
tional evidence and finally arrested in 
a western town the companion of the 
unknown maa. The prisoner was 
brought to Alberta and witnesses from 
Southern Alberta, from Michigan and 
(Wyoming. The culumination of the 
case was the sentence of death passed 
on C. B. Bullock, to be fulfilled onithe 
26th of the coming month. 


The pursuit and punishment of the 
murderer is not more creditable to the 
ingenuity and perseverance of Corp. 
Hetherington than to the spirit of 
justice which backs up Canadian offi- 
cers in the detection and punishment 
of crime. The faint clues first ap- 
parent might have been made an ex- 
cuse for passing over the affair as 
“one of the unsolvable mysteries. The 
vindication of the vigilance and per- 
severance of British justice is the fact 
that when those clues had been trac- 
ed to their conjunction they were 
found to weave an unbreakable net- 
work of condemnation. 

Neither was the action of that jus- 
tice stayed or swerved by the fact that 
victim and murderer were citizens of 
a foreign country who had but re- 
cently entered Canada with the evi- 
dent intention of inspecting the ad- 
vantages of the country. The of- 
fence was committed on Canadian soil 
and the Canadian government under- 
took the responsibility and expense of 
the punishment. 


THE WEAPONS OF JEALOUSY. 


The following ingenious effusion re- 
cently adorred the editorial column 
of the “Ward County Rergorter,” the 
exponent of the material and imma- 
terial advantages of the Upper Mouse 
River Valiey, South Dakota; 

“The Langden Democrat has received 
for publication in its columns a letter 
written by an ex-Cavalier county resi- 
dent who has made his home in the 
Canadian Northwest for several years, 
in which he writes that the chief crop 
around Ldmorton is oats, which yields 
from 65 to 100 bushels per acre. Wheat 
seldom ripens on low land. The goil 
is a very light black jloam with a 
@umpo on! heavy clay bottom. The 
timber is poplar or willow. A large 
per cent of the cattle die every winter. 
The supposed cause is the water, which 
all over this country contains much 
alkali. There is net a well in the 
town of Edmonton that contains wat- 
er fit for household or cooking rur- 
poses. The water is hauled from the 
Saskatchewan aud = sells at the rate 
of six barrels for $i. Horses have died 
here by the hundreds this season. Po- 
tatoes seldom ripen, onions cannot be 
raised for winter use. Hail storms 
are numerous and severe all through 
this section. Ten inches of snow fell 
Sept. 21, and at that time over 40 
rer cent of the crop was uncut. The 
market price of oats ranges from 14 
to 2lc per bushel, wheat trom 25c to 
50c. Farm machinery costs 60 per cent 
more than it does in North Dakjota .” 


(The talented author of the fore- 
going paragraph should retire from 
the hardships oi this awful land to 
the sunny slopes of the valley of the 
Upper Mouse. 

The frequency with which articles 
of the stripe of the foregoing have ap- 
peared in papers published in the Nor- 
thern States is most conclusive cevi- 
dence that the fame of Albsrta is not 
limited by the boundary line. The su- 
perior advantages offered by Alberta 
have drawn thousands of citizens from 
the central and western states and 
will draw still more largely from the 
population of those States during the 
next few years. 

It is but a natural anticipation that 
this movement should be regarded in 
no friendly spirit by the journalists 
whose prosperity depends on the den- 
sity of the population of the States in 
question. Some rural journals of the 
Dakotas and neighboring states are 
winning for themselves a reputation 
to which they are welcome by a cam- 
paign oi uuprincipled hostility toward 
a Superior region.

PROHIBITION AND POLITICS. 


Discussing the referendum in the 
Manitoba legislature last week Hon. 
Colin Campbell, attorney general of 
Manitoba said; 

“It is necessary to elevate this ques- 
tion above mere party politics. If you 
are going to get prohibition you must 
get it apart from politics.” 

Mr. Campbell is neither the only nor 
the first Canadian folitician who has 
grown) aoxicus lest the splendor of 
this moral movement should become 
dimmed by contact with politics. Can- 
adian politicians, Dominion and pre- 
vincial, have been uranimous in the 
resolve to permit prohibition to occupy 
guatters conkiderabiy distant fram 
the legislative halJs in which they 
labored. The history of the prohibi- 
tion movement in Canada has been a 
record of successive elevations from 
spheres in which its presence might 
prove dangerous te the vested inter- 
ests of politicians. The sole, excep- 
tion to the rule was made by the late 
premier of Manitoba, who chose the 
easier course of removing himself from 
the sphere from which he could, not 
foist the prohibition movement. Can- 
adian politicians have not natured 
that epirit of friendship for prohibi- 
tion which makes them contented in- 
habitants of a regiou infected there- 
with. 

The fountain of this ardent passion 
to avoid proximity to prohibition is 
the knowledge that to keegi prohibi- 
tion out of the field of politics is to 
keep! it out of the range of the jpossi- 
Bilities. So long as the prohibition 
question does not tise in the public 
estimation to the level of tariff con- 
fidefations’ and bridge building, so 
long will prohibitory measures occupy 
an impotent and inoffensive place in 
the catalogue of unrpassed. legislation.

THE TOWN’S FINANCES. 

The annual financial statement of 
the town of Edmonton has been issued 
and copies are being distributed. The 
year just closed completed the first 
decade of the town’s history and as 
explained in the preface the statement 
is consequently made more compre- 
hensive than usual, in order that a 
clear idea may be given nof only of 
the financial history of the year, but 
of the financial record of the town 
since its incorporation and also of 
our present financial standing. The 
several reports are endorsed by the 
municipal auditor whose report is also 
included. in the statement. In ‘his 
report auditor Stephen says; 

“T find the business of the town con- 
ducted along sound finarcial lines. The 
taxes for the year have been collected 


in, accordance with the ordinance, the 
amounit outstanding ($501.60) being 
represented by the property of non- 
residents, of which no portion is col- 
lectable by distress. The amount of 
arrears standing in your books, now 
brought up to $2,064.14, is a compara- 
tively small sum for four years busi- 
ness and this is readily collectable by 
the ordering of a tax sale for this 
year. 

“The manipulation of the sinking 
fund monies so that the estimated re- 
sults have been practically attained, 
is sufficient proof that this part of 
the financial business of the town has 
been well and carefully conducted. 
Legislation enabling the town to pur- 
chase its own debentures for local im- 
provements bearing five per tent. per 
annum, with sinking funds hereto! ore 
lying in the savings bank at three per 
cent. kas proved of decided benefit and 
is being well utilized.” 

The total receipts for the year 1901, 
were $82,000.99. Of this amount $1,- 
290.43 remained on hand at the begin- 
ning of the year. The sum of $30,- 
006 was borrowed during the year 
from the Imperial Bank. The tax col- 
lections amounted to $29,651.01 and 
arrears collected amounted tp 
$2,966.68. License and police affairs 
yielded a revenue of $3,006.42 and mar- 
xet fees, pound fees and rental of 
council chamber $447.35. The bal- 
ance of the receipts came from the 
sale of special tax debentures ($1,598.- 
78), general tax debentures ($4,000.- 
00), interest on debeniures and sun- 
dry sources of minor importance. The 
debentures sold were really purchased 
by the- sinking fund, which otherwise 
would have lain in the bank at 3 per 
cent. The debentures pay 5 per cent. 

The expeniiture amounted to $7§,- 
848.88, the amount remaining on hand 
at the close of the year being $5,152.11, 
The debenture coupons redeemed dur- 
ing the year totalled $4,245.77. Notes 
were paid amounting: to $36,394.52. In- 
Eprest afsorbed ${65,02. The civic 
hospital expenses amcanted to 33,- 
154.42. Our local improvements cost 
$1,298.09 and $4,162.00 were paid on 
general’ debenture expenditure, { in- 
cluding the purchase of the market 
site and the services of civil engineers. 
The demand of the Protestant public 
school board was $8,500 and St. Joac- 
him’s Roman Catholic separate school 
$1,500. The levy for the general tax 
sinking fund was $1,788.40 and for the 
Bperial tax fund $1,818774. Current 
expenses under the authority of the 
finance committee amounted to 23. 
610.24. The board of works spent $2,- 


493.71 in street repairs, crossings, 
ditchings, &c. The expendi=ure under 
the head of fire. water and light 


amounted to $3,068.21. License and 
police expenses, including salaries, 
clothing, dog and drag tags, and 
pound expenditures used ud $2,075.20. 
The expenses in connectior with the 
hall and market were $1,252.72. The 
health and relief committees spent 
$408.70 during the year in various 
ways connected with the safety of the 
public health. 

The statement of revenue shows the 
income for the year us $14,783.93, the 
outlay being $14,435.58, leaving a sur- 
plus for the year of $354.35. 

The current assets, including cash 
on; hand, refund expected from the 
government, real estate available for 
sale, local improvement (debentures to 
be issued), general debenture expendi- 
ture (debentures to be issued), and ar- 
rears of taxes, sum up to 814,238.83. 
The| several liabilities, comprised of 
bills payable and debenture interest 
assets amount to $89,177.08, and the 
capital liabilities to $92,080.53. The 
balance shows a surplus of 
assets over liadilities of $214.37. 

The total amount of tax debenturas 
outstanding, less the payments made 
thereon is $70,126.57. The amount ot 
general tax sinking fund is $15,400.59, 
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earnings of which for the year 
were $597.81. 

special tax debentures out- 
Mandione amount to $21,953.96: Ths 
special tax sinking fund amounts to 
$16,288.22, the earnings of the fund 
for the year being $688.47. 

The town holds real estate of the 
assessed value of $2,827.00, the actual 
value Seing probably considerably in 
excess of this amount. 

The unclaimed surpluses remaining 
from the severa! tax sales held during 
the history of the town ambunts to 
$111.34. se 

A table of statistics appended to 
the statement gives somes interesting 
figures, exhibiting the rapid progress 
of the town. The assessed valuation 
in 1892, the year of incorporation was 
$673.694, the taxes levied thereon, 
aside from school taxes being $6,200,- 
07, Last year the net assessment was 
$i,395,912,00, on which the total taxes 
levied for all purposes were $33,389.11.

MacLeod Gazette. 

Frank Oliver, M. P., arrived in town 
on. Tuesday on the north train, and in 
the| afternoon was interviewed by a 
committee representing the town 
council and one representing the Mac- 
Leod, board of trade. ; 

The, main object of the interview 
with Mr, Oliver was in connection with 
the application for a railway charter 
to the boundary line being made by 
the Calgary & onton Ry. Co., 
and another unkn@wn company. The 
delegation from “&@ council presented 
a resolution of that body demanding 
that any charter granted should con- 
tain a clause requiring the corapany 
to put up a station, etc., withia cer- 
tain defined limits in the town of Mac- 
Leod. The board of trade committee 
presented practically the same request 
and a further demand that the road 
should be built to Cardston this year. 

Mr. Oliver desired the position of 
the people of MacLeod to be clearly 
defined. Did they wish the charter 
opposed unless ‘these demands were 
acceded to? The reply was most em- 
phatically yes. Mr. Oliver then stat- 
ed that, if we failed to secure an 
agreement with the company to the 
albove: effect, he would require the 
town. to instruct him definitely in 
writing as ‘to what it desired him to 


Mr. Oliver was then asked if he 
knew. the cause of the delay in build- 
ing the promised court house, He 
did not know of any. The last he had 
heard of it the Macleod court house 
was to have been gone onj with at:icnce. 
However, Mr. Dawson, Inspector for 
the Department of Justice, has been 
up here since, and had reported to the 
department. He has very large ideas 
and his recommendations and sugges- 
tions involved so muck more expendi- 
ture than the government has former- 
ly contemplated, that it has probably 
hung up the whole business. He 
would Icok into the matter at Ottawa 
this session, and do everything in his 
power to have the work gone on with. 


Mr. Oliver left on Wednesday morn- 
ing for Cardston. He intends going 
to Blairmore before finally proceeding 
to Ottawa. ‘ 


The Albetta Star, Cardston. 

Mr. Frank Oliver, our M. P., ar- 
rived in tow. from MacLeod about 
4:30 p. m., on Wednesday last. Mr. 
Oliver came here upon invitation from 
the board of trade, who desired to pro- 
pound the wants of the citizens and 
receive replies relative to the advis- 
ability of certain measures. After 
tarrying at the Woolf Hetel for a few 
moments, he proceeded to the upstairs 
room of the Assembly Hall where a 
delegation of the board of trade were 
gathered to meet him. Afier an in- 
fthrodfueition’ fia; beer) given tp ‘Zaljl 
present, accompanied by a hearty hand 
shake they settled down to business 
with President Thos. Duce in the chair. 
A few words of welcome frem the 
chairman, and then the reading of a 
query document by the secretary was 
the order of the evening. Mr. Oliver 
answered all questions with that tact, 
judgment and deliberate thought 
which characterizes him at all times, 
and) fits him for his present duties in 
governmental) affairs. No “jumping 
at conclusions” without a careful in- 
vestigation; no culling garlands from 
rhetoric to paint word pictures, but 
plain, simple, hard, cold facts in com- 
mon Anglo Saxon rendition. His words 
of counsel, answers to questions in- 
spires confidence in his ability, and as- 
surauce in his faithfulness. 

Speaking of the sales of Indian 
lands, he proposed the purchase of 
them from the government: Come be- 
fore the government and give them 
a straight bid for such land as you 
want. The government can then con- 
tract with the Indians knowing that 
the land will be disposed of for cash, 
and the Indian should ‘be given the 
interest ie cash on the capital such 
sales; produce; The ndiagis want 
cash, and) you want land, so a simple 
business transaction should take place 
in a business way. Mr. Oliver further 
suggested, speaking on the railroad 
project, that money not being too 
plentiful, it would probably be best 
to ask only for bonus for one road. The 
C. & E. extension was discussed pretty 
{fthoroughly, as a'so the St. Mary*s 
River, ratlroad. Jupt what his ins 
structions will be canno: now be de- 
lineated, owing to the fact that the 
members of the board of trade de- 
sired to hold a special meeting: and 
then reach some definite understand- 
ing. One spoke at length upon the 
benefits to be derived from the St. 
Mary’s River railroad, if it should be 
discovered that the prospective road 
from MacLeod should fall shert and 
make a “show down.” The G & E. 
was: to be given the priority if it was 
to be a “sure go” with a stipulation 
in its charter compellirg it to come 
tol Cardston with!n one year after 
the grant was made. Some were in 
favor of taking out the “block” now 
under the wheels of the Sit. Mary’s 
River railroad and allowing that 
branch to come on to the bridge. 

Relative to the erection of a pub- 
lic ‘building by the government Mr. 
Oliver} adviced moderation, and his 
afiivice was universally accepteds (A 
building estimated between $5,000 and 
$7,000 will suffice to accommodate for

Grain for Seed Improvement. 


Editor Bulletin. 3 
By instru-tions of the hon. minis- 


ter of agriculiure another distribu- 


tion will be made this season of sam- 
ples of the most productive sorts of 
grain to Canadian jarmers for the im- 
provement of seed. The stock for dis- 
tribution ‘s of the very best and has 
been secured by the director of the 
experimental farms from the resord- 
Preaking crops recently had in the 
Canadian Northwest. It will be worth 
whi'e for farmers generally to renew 
their seed of oats wher varieties which 
have produced more than 10¢ bushels 
per acre can be had. The distribution 
this spring will consist of samples of 
oats, spring wheat, barley, field pease, 
fIndiafi corn and potatoes; Every 
farmer may apply, but only one sam- 
ple can be seat to each applicant, 
hence if an individual receives a sam- 
ple of oats he cannot also receive one 
of wheat, “arley or potaioes, and ap- 
plications for more than one .sample 
for one horseho!ld cannot be entertain- 
ed. These samples will be sent free of 
charge through the mail. 

Applications should be addressed to 
the director of experimental farms, 
Ottawa, and may he sent in any time 
before the 15th of March, after which 
the lists will he closed, so that allfthe 
samples asked for may be sent out in 
good time for sowing. Parties writing 
should mention the sort er variety 
they would! prefer, and should thy 
available stock of the kind asked fot 
be exhausted, some other good so 
will be sent in its place.

Of Interest to Hog Raisers. 


In view of the rapid extension of 
swine growing, and the consequent 
establishment cf pork packing houses 
in all parts of the country, a recent 
bulletin (No. 90) of the Indiana exrperi- 
ment stalion, regarding the value, as 
a food for swine, of the packing house 
bye-product, known as tankage, may 
be of interest. According to the above 
bulletin, tafpakage offers considiex- 
able advantage as a feeding materiai 
for ;igs. It contains a high per cent 
of proteib, and an amount of phos- 
poric acid that materially excels that 
found im any grain or  bye-product 
of mills. The phosporic acid for pigs 
is useful in building up bone struct- 
ure, and this is an important feature 
with our pigs to-day, while the pro- 
tein has a value universally recogniz- 
ed by feeders. 

An exteasive breeder of swine in In- 
diana thus describes the character of 
this product; 

“Eppepialy, with younig pigs, qe 
finds some feed of gieat advantage 
that is vich in all the nutrients re- 
quited, that is easily digested, and 
ehipecially palatagle; * * 4 * Ai 
year’s} experience with feeding 
tankage shows’ it the ideal feed 
for this purpose. Biood, lungs, .&c., 
are cooked together in tanks at the 
large packing houses. The fat is 
drawn off and the residue dried and 
ground for hog feed. It costs about 
$25 per ton laid down at my home, 
contains about ‘double the protein 
found in oi! meal, and is a very {much 
better feed for pigs. It seems to be 
a perfect substitule for milk, a pound 
of the. tankage costing less than a 
cent and a quarter, and having a feed- 
ing value equal to about three gallons 
of skimmed milk. A mixture of thir- 
ty pounds of corn to 10 lbs. each bf 
wheat middlings and tankage, makes 
a very well balanced ration for pigs 
up to four months old. A very good 
ration for older rigs or hogs may be 
made by reducing the middlings and 
tankage Tully half in proportion to 
amount of cprn. Tankage disisolves 
almost immediately when put in wat- 
er and should be fed in slop. Pigs fed 
upon *aukage show ‘great muscular 
and bone development, have ravenous 
alppetities, and are especially free from 
gouty and rheumatic troubles. Tank- 
age is so dry that there is no¢danger 
from worms or irom decomposition, 
and has ‘eer so thoroughly ccoked 
that one takes ro risks from. contract- 
ing disease in his herd from feeding 
it; (

Not only the town, but the whole 
Edmontyn district has as ‘bright a 
future before it, as any in the Do- 
minion. 

(The old residenits of Edmpinton 
have stood nobly by it, fighting again- 
st every kind of odds. Its board of 
trade from its inception, like the 
Winnipeg board of trade, has had to 
work, not only in the interest of the 
town, but also the whple country ad- 
jacent to it, and I can _ conscien- 
tiously say well haive its memes 
worked for the common good, An 
active board of trade is one of the 
best organizations that any placecan 
have. 

Is there rauch still for it to do? 
Yes. Its initial work i: about over, 
but commencing this year, 1902, more 
important work than ever almost will 
crop up. This year it will have its 
first railway connection, next year, 
1903, will see it part of the mainline 
of the Canadian Northern railway, 
which is under construction to’ the 
coast.
